He married Jan. 1, 1868, Marta R. Whitcomb, 
only child of the late James Whitcomb, who 
was governor of Indiana in the 40’s. Mr. 
Matthews moved to Vermillion County in 
1869 and located on the farm three miles west 
uf Clinton, where he has resided ever since, 
eng in farming-and stock breeding. In 
1876 he was elected to the Legislature by a ma- 
jority of 265, the first Democrat Representative 
ever elected from Vermillion County. He

Was defeated by the late Capt. J. H. Lindley. 


In 1890 he was nominated by his party for 
Secretary of State and elected by ua plurality 
of nearly 20,000. He has always been a Demo- 
crat and never engaged in any other business 
than that of farming. He is a member of the 
Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association and was 
President of the Vermillion County Associa- 
tion up to the time of his election as Secretary 
of State.

DEMOCRATS DO NOT WANT A NAVY. 

Under the leadership of the Maumee dema- 
gogue, Holman, the Democrats of the House 
by a nearly two-thirds vote have decided that 
this country shall not have a new navy, and 
that the war fleet which was beguh by ex-Sec- 
retary Whitney with Republican help, and 
further developed by the Harrison Adminis- 
tration, shall come to a halt. They have de- 
cided even that ite deficiencies in the way of 
torpedo-boats ana gunboats shall not be sup- 
plied. Only one cruiser is allowed to be built, 
and even the appropriation for this vessel 
Cheese-Paring Holman sought to strike out. 
His associates, however, grudgingly allowed 
this unimportant addition—unimportant be- 
cause what the country wants is const-defense 
vessels and hattleships, and because the navy 
as it now stands is ridiculovsty balanced. In 
taking this action the Democratic party has 
been consistent with its record of hostility to 
an American navy as well as hostility to 
an American army. It is inimical to any 
measure involving American pride and patri- 
otism and the defense of American interests, 
and upon this oceasion its enmity has been 


dictated by the meanest of all motives—the 


desire to make partisan capital ‘by a pretense 
of economy. It has no pride in the United 
States as a great and powerful nation capable 
not only of self-defense but of making its flag 
respected on every sea. ' 

In his last annual report Secretary Tracy 
concisely stated the reasons for an increase of 
the navy. Leaving out of consideration the 
important necessity of self-defense, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy said: “The rapid extension 
of commercial relations has doubled the im- 
portance of our interests, especially in the 
Pacific. It is apparent that the mercantile 
competitors of this country are today enlarg- 
ing their field of activity with a more aggres- 
sive energy than ever before. No one can 
fail to observe the indications of a systematic 
effort to take advantage of the disturbed con- 


ditions now prevailing in many of the smaller 


States. In this movement naval ascendency 
plays a large part. What is our naval as- 
cendency? We have one battleship, one 
coast-defense vessel, three coast line battle- 
ships, the monitor Miantonomoh, and two 
other smaller monitors. As compared with 
this beggarly showing, Great Britain four 
years ago had forty-one battleships and now 
has ten more in process of construction. 
Frahce has thirty-one battleships and is build- 
ing seven. Russia has appropriated money 
enough to build twenty-seven. As to torpedo- 
boats, the most essential branch of the naval 
service, France has 215, England 199, China 
69, Greeco 51, and Denmark 34, 
and the Democratic House would not add 
even one more. The variou’ nations are well 

with gunboats, Great Britain can 


supplied 
send fifty of them into the great sesh ges 


time. The House Democrats | not vote 
for even one more gunboat. y ate content 
that we shall remain in the humilisting place 
of seventh on the list of naval nations, with 
an enormous coast line on the two oceans and 
the Gulf of Mexico to protect, and utterly un- 
provided with the means of doing it. 

In view of this extraordinary action by the 
House the Senate can take but one position. 
It must insist upon a reasonable increase in 
the mumber of battleships as well as upon 
more torpedo and gun boats, and it should 
take this position firmly, If the Howe will 
not recede from its niggardly, pieayunish pol- 
icy the issue may safely be left with the peo- 
ple. They have the remedy in their own 
hands and they will send Congressmen to 
Washington who will see to it that our war 
fleet is increased, our coast defenses put in good 
condition. and our marine interests protected. 
The Republican party need have no fears of 
the result of an appeal to the people on this 
question. 


MODERN VERSION OF AN 01 STORY. 

When John Alden called on Priscilla Mul- 
lirs to tell her of Capt. Standish’s merits and 
to ask her to give him her heart and hand she 
said to him, Why don’t you speak for your- 
self, John?’

Ordinarily those who have offices td 
give are not offended by the refusal of one, 
for it furnishes them with an opportunity to 
oblige some one else, As for Mr. Raymond 
he behaved better than Miles Standish did, 
for the latter flew into a pasmon and accused 


his John of having played him false, While 


Messrs. Raymond and Tanner dined together 
the same day that the news came, ate beef 
from the same steak, and drank coffee from 
the same coffee-pot.

Stock-raismg has hi been the 
leading industry, but enough grain and vege- 
tables have been grown to demonstrate the 
fact that they may be made protitable. Tim- 
ber is abundant in the Turtle Mountains, and 
farmers already located there claim that in 
freedom from drought and hot winds they 


find advantages which place them on a par 


with their more southern neighbors. 


In Northern Minnesota there is also a large | 


area open to homestead settlement that is 
comparatively unknown. It lies far east of 
the line which limits the arid regions, that 
being a meridian passing nearly through the 
middlef the Dakotas. Kittson is in the north- 
west corner of Minnesota, bounded on the 
west by the Red River and on the north by 
Manitoba. In its castern portion hundreds of 
settlers located last year on rich rolling 
prairie, where the growth of grass and wild 
flowers give promise of rich agricultural re- 
sults, Just east of the valley of the Red River 
the country is broken timber and brush land, 


with open prairies and meadows, all capable . 


of producing fine crops of gram and grass. 
The brush and timber lands require a little 
more labor than the prairie to convert them 
into grain fields, but several advantages off- 
det this fact. An old settler in that region is 
quoted as saying: The men who go into 
the timber go slower, keep out of debt, 
work all winter, buy less machinery, 
get stock, hogs, aud poultry. and at the 
end of twenty years have better homes, less 
debt, and more money than the prairie farm- 
er. There is no location anywhere in the 
country that offers greater inducement to the 
dairyman of small means. Rich grasses, an 
abundance of the best of water, cheap build- 
ing material, shelter from severe storms, 
plenty of rain in summer, and a home market 
for the produce are some of the advantages. 
Many men who took homesteads there five 
years ago and sold fradm one to two thousand 
dollars“ worth of timber from the land are to- 
day the proprietors of a good dairy farm and 
séliing their milk for 25 per cent more than 
can be obtained by the Ohio dairymen, who 
hold their lana at $50 to $100 per acre, and hay 
at $20 per ton. Butter commands a good 
price and every dairyman north and east of 
Fargo, Detroit, and. Crookston who has car- 
ried on the business intelligently has made 
money. There is in Northwestern Minnesota 
enough of this good land to supply free of cash 
payment a homestead to every one who failed 
to secure the privilege of paying $2.50 per acre 
in Dakota. 

It is strange that these facts have not been 
stated long ere this, and with the result of fill- 
ing up the land still awaiting the visit of the 
settler, Surely the agricultural papers have 
been remiss in theit duty to subscribers who 
often have sighed for opportunities to sell out 
high-priced farms in the Mississippi Valley 
and move to some such Garden of Eden as is 
hete referred to, where land is plenty and 
cheap without being yalueless. It may be 
added that the development of the iron in- 
dustry in the northeastern part of Minnesota 
will increase the advantages of diversified

FARM MORTGAGE STATISTICS. 

The chief of the Census Bureau has sent to 
Congress certain information in regard to 
farm mortgages in Kansas and Ohio, in reply 
to an inquiry made by Senator Peffer. The 
statistics do not cover the whoie of either 
State. In Kansas ten counties were chosen in 
a section believed to be fairly representative 


of all, they being in the intermediate cond:- 


tion as regards age since settlement. In these 
counties 51,69 per cent of the families own, 
and 48.31 per cent hire, the hemes they oo- 
eupy. Of the owning families 58.81 per cent 
have no incumbrance on their homes, and 41.19 
per cent have au incumbrance that is 38.95 per 
cent of the value of the incumbered homes. 
This indebtedness bears the average rate 
of interest of 8.69 per cent, makimg the an- 
nual average interest charge to each 
family 74. The average home, owned, incum- 
bered, and oerupied by the family is grorth 
$2,198, and is subject to a debt of $856. Of 
these borrowing home families 87.22 per cent 
incurred 87,39 per cent of the debt for the ob- 
jects of real estate purchase, improvements, 
business, and the purchase of personal prop- 
erty, unconnected with other objects. In re- 
gard to farms alone in these ten counties, 66.75 
per cent of the number are owned and 33.25 
per cent hired by the families occupying 
them. Ofthe owning families 35.62 per cen 
have no incunibrance, and 64.38 per cent have 
an incumbrance thdt is 37.96 per cent of the 
value of the incumbered farms. Their average 
debt is $1,402 on a farm worth $3,694, with an 
interest charge of 8.12 per cont, which amounts 
to $114 per owning family per annum. Of 
these farm families 70.02 per cent incurred 
71. per cert of the debt to secure purchase 
money, to pay for improvements, to invest in 
business, and to buy certain articles of person 
al property when these objects are not as- 
sociated with others. | 

In the selection of the Ohio counties it was 
desired to find much older conditions than in 
Kansas, and especially to discover the degree 
of ownership of homes in a large city. Hence 
Hamilton County, which contains Cincinnati, 
and nine neighboring counties were selected. 
In them 30.36 per cent of the families own and 
69,64 per cent hire their homes. Of the own 


ing families 78.18 per cent have no incum-. 


brances on their homes and 21.82 per cent 
have an incumbrance that is 42.76 per vent of 
the average value, which is $3,167, the average 
interest paid per annum by each owning fam- 
ily being $85, or at the rate of 6.3 per cent. It 
appears that 90.55 per cent of the home fami- 
lies incurred 91.64 per cent of the home debt 
for the object of realestate purchase, im- 
provements, business, and the purchase of 
personal property when not combined with 
other objects. In regard to Ohio farms in the 
ten counties chosen, 62.9 per cent of the fam- 
ilies own and 37.1 per cent hire the farms they 
occupy. Of the owners 79,68 per cent have no 
incumbrance and 20.32 per cent have an in- 
cum brance that is 37.07 per cent of the $3,848 
which the average farm is worth. The aver- 


age annual interest charge to each family 


owning is $97, being 6.85 per cent. Of these 
families 82.25 per cent incurred 81.96 per cent 
of the debt for the objects of real-estate pur- 
chase, improvements, business, or the purchase 


| of personal property alone. 


These figures establish two important 
points. The amount of indebtedness incurred 
for other than strict business purposes is very 
small while the total is not excessive, and the 
country is not worse off than the city in ro- 
gard to heme indebtedness, Taking the av- 
erage for farms in both States it is found that 
65 per cent of the number are owned by the 
occupants; and of these only 42.35 per cept

They simply 
showed, their common sense in refusing to at- 
tempt to protect an insignificant industry 
when the uncertain benefits never ae equal 
the certain logses. !

The yearly wool clip will not exceed 2,682,474 
pounds and the price ived for it will be 
about $536,494, If this were clear profit it 
would amount to 37 cents a year foreach of the 
1,500,000 people in the 
by no meats all profit. There has to be de- 
ducted from the $536,404 what it costs to keep 
the sheep, which is considerable. But for 
what the owners of Kansas sheep got fer the 
mutton they sold they woula have lost heavily 
on the flocks, for it costs $1.25 a year to keep 
a sheep and the return from the wool is but 
$1.20. 
The Democratio shgep-raisers of Kancns 
have made up their minds that even if the 
wool grown in the State were to be doubled in 
price and bring half a million more than it 
does that would not compensate them, for the 


fact that the refusal to admit the mixma 
woole free so enhances the cost of woolen 
goods or so deteriorates their quality as to 


make the people of Kangas pay at the least 
three million dollars more for their clothing, 
blankets, ete., ete., than they should. They 
cannot get it through their heads that it is a 
profitable business to take in less than half a 
dollar and pay out two. 

Hence the Democratic tarmers of Kansas 


tell Congress to go ahead aud take off the. 
duties on wool, thus reducing the price of. 


woolen goods or enabli them to buy at the 
same price Cloth which will wear twice as long 
as that they buy now, and all-wool blankets, 
which will be a possession forever, They do 
not expect that their wool will sell for any less 


than it does now, but théy are not much con- 


cerned on that point, for they see that they 
can make more money by taking sheep, fat- 
tening them on the corn of which they raise so 
much and for which they often get such low 
prices, and sending them to the Chicago mar- 
ket, where they always command good prices. 
They will use their era for fattening sheep as 
well as hogs, and thus work off their surpluses 
of that cereal. If they can make money on 
the wool, so much the batter ; but they will 
look to the mutton as their stand-by.

Tue Philadelphia Record gives a synopsis 
of recent operations by the sugar trust, which 
forms pleasant reading fon the great public, 

completely at the 

pus. Since the 
157 the purchase 
of the refineries in that city the standard quo- 
tation for raw sugar or centrifugal, testing 96°, 
has declinéd 5-16 cent per pound. It was 
3 7-16 in January and Febtuary, now 3 1-16, 
There are no facts of prodéction or supply to 
catise this decline. It seems to be altogether 
due to the decrease in competition among 
buyers since the independent - refineries 
dropped out. The reductian on the cost falls 
chiéfly on the planters of Cuba and the West 
Indies, so that no one here js likely to object 
to it per se, but it is | accompanied by 
other facts that should arouge popular indigna- 
tion. The reduction of pride on the raw ma- 
terial which has taken plece in the last two 
months would amount to at least $10,500,000 
on the annual meltings. It may bo estimated 
at $1,000,000 per month if allowance be made 
for the increase of consumption, the removal 
of competition, and the reduced cost of man- 
ufacture due to centralization. That is, the 
extra profit, continued through the year, 
would be equal to 16 per cont on the capital 
of the trust, and to double its past dividends. 
Most people would be content with this, and 
any one ought to be. Yet in the same time 
the price of refined sugar has been advanced 
half a cent per pound, or from 4 to 
4 cents. This is another addition of 
profit to the amount of $16,800,000 per 
year or $1,400,000 per month. In all, the 
reduction in the cost of the raw material and 
the increase in price of the refined product 
stand fora profit of about 38 per cent per 
annum on the capital of the trust, and this in 
addition to whatever profits there may have 
been in the business prior to the change of 
two months ago. The trust makes a very 
serious blunder if it imagines the advance in 
refined sugar will not be resented.” That is 
true, provided the long suffering patience of 
the people on this point is exhausted. It 
should be about time that point were reached. 
The extortions of the monopoly have already 
passed the stage at which patience ceases to 
be a virtue. 


Tun government has issued legal tender and 
Treasury notes to the amount of $436,000,000 
which it has promised to redeam in gold if the 
holders want it. There was in the Treasury 
vaults yesterday $123,057,000 of gold. When 
Senator Sherman was at the head of the Treas- 
ury Department in 1878 and when only the 
legal tenders, amounting to $846,000,000, were 
o be cared for, he thought there ought to be a 
coin reserve of at least $120,000,000, In No- 
vember of 1878 the amount of gold in the 
Treasury vaults was $141,000,000, Today, with 
an increased liability of ninety millions, the 
coin reserve is twenty millions less than it 
was then. Does the Senator think that is safe? 

The volume of Treasury notes is increasing 
monthly. The last purchase of 4,500,000 
ounces added $3,825,000, but the stock of gold 
decreased rather than increaséd. Does the 
Senator think that is safe and sound financier- 
ing? 

In his report as Secretary of the Treasury 
in 1878 he said: 


Now that the production and use of gold aud 
silver have greatly changed in relative value a 
corresponding change must be made in the coin- 
age ratio. There is no peculiar force or sanction 
in the present ratio that should make us hesitate 
to adopt another. when in the markets of the 
world it is proved that such ratio is not now 
the true one, The addition to the thickness of 


the silver dollar would inspire confidence. A6

A Seismic Wave Extends Throughout the 


as the Shock of Monday Night, and the 
Damage Done Was to Buildings of.

Last Night. : 

Saw’ Francisco, al., April A. Another 
alight shock of earthquake occurred here at 
7:15 this evening, Shocks. this evening are 
also reported from a number of other ies 
in the northern part of the State and also 

from Carson, Ney. No damage is reported, 

Sax Francisco, Cal., April 21.—There was 
a recurrence of the éarthquake wave in the 
central portion of the State this forenoon 
which was perceptible in this city and was 
} noticeable as far east as Reno. 
reports show that it was felt as far north as 
Red Bluff and in the San Joaquin Valley 
south. The shock was not as severe as that 
of Monday night, and the only damage of any 
consequence reported was to buildings in the 
Towns of Winters, Woodland, Dixon, and 
Vacaville which had been weakened by 
the seismic wave Monday night. ‘The 
shock was sharper at Sacramento than 
any previous one, and caused some 
excitement at the State Capitol building, 
owing to the overturning of one of the 
plaster figures over the main portico and its 
precipitat on forty feet to the ground. The 
shock was only felt at Vacaville, but at Wood- 
land several brick | walls ‘fell down and a 
number of brick chimneys. ' were overturned. 
At Dixon and Davisville several ligntly-built 
brick buildings winch bad. been injured 
Monday partially collapsed and will have to 
be torn down, A survey of the damages at 
six towns in the Vaca and Sacramento valleys 
shows that the buildings injured were of a frail 
character, the construction of which would 
not have been permitted in any city with 
building regulations, and a number of which 
would have coliapsed in event of a severe 
storm of any character. 

The President of the San Francieco Board 
of Trade furnishes the following: 

The earthquakes of the last thirty-six hours 
have been very trifling in their nature effects. 
San Francisco has not suffered in the least, No 
lives have been lost 1 no property has been 
destroyed e in a limited section of the inte- 


rior where the buildings were frail and of inferior 
construction. 


The citizens of Winters have telegraphed to 
the Governor for tents, many being howeless. 
At Woodland a terrified woman in jumping 
from a window broke a leg.
